SIR  THOMAS  BEECHAM  CENTENARY  MEDAL 


The  centenary  of  the  birth  of  Sir  Thomas  Beecham,  internationally  famous  as  a 
conductor,  composer  and  operatic  impressario,  falls  on  the  29th  April  this  year. 
Sir  Thomas  is  still  remembered  with  great  affection  and  respect  in  the  world  of  music 
as  is  evidenced  by  the  flourishing  Beecham  societies  in  this  country  and  in  the  United 
States  and  possibly  elsewhere. 

Ron  Dutton,  the  Wolverhampton  medallist,  has  prepared  a  model  for  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  a  cast  commemorative  medal,  a  photograph  of  which  is  shown  above  (slightly 
reduced).  His  portrait  of  the  great  man  is  forceful  and  sympathetic  and  his  reverse 
design  of  a  pastoral  landscape  contains  rhythms  which  are  evocative  of  Beecham’s  love 
for  and  treatment  of  the  music  of  Delius  with  which  he  was  particularly  associated. 

The  medal  will  be  approximately  75  mm.  (about  3  inches)  in  diameter  with  an 
average  thickness  of  8  mm.

COIN  OF  OLAF  KYRRE  FROM  THE  GROUNDS 
OF  THE  USHER  GALLEY,  LINCOLN

In  his  discussion  of  the  Norse  penny  from  Blue  Hill  Bay,  Maine  (Seaby’s  Coin  and 
Medal  Bulletin ,  December  1978,  369-370  and  377  to  382),  Peter  Seaby  mentions  the 
discovery  of  a  penny  of  Olaf  Kyrre  ‘from  the  grounds  of  the  Lincoln  City  Art  Gallery’ 
and  considered  that  this  may  be  ‘just  possibly  a  primary  find’.  Before  any  controversy 
arises  over  this  unusual  discovery  I  feel  that  I  should  mention  the  role  I  played  in  the 
identification  of  the  coin  and  give  more  details  about  the  circumstances  of  its  discovery.1 
At  the  time  I  was  the  Keeper  of  the  Lincoln  City  and  County  Museum  and,  initially, 
the  coin  was  brought  in  for  identification  (I  think)  in  August  1973.  My  reaction  was 
that  the  coin  was  some  crude  form  of  medieval  token  or  jetton  and  I  persuaded  the 
finder  to  give  the  coin  to  the  City  and  County  Museum,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
interesting  local  findspot.  I  questioned  the  finder  closely  about  the  circumstances  of  the 
discovery.  It  had  been  found  in  the  rose-bed  immediately  in  front  of  the  Usher 
Gallery,  which  had  recently  been  raked  over.  It  was  suggested  at  the  time  that  the 
Lincoln  Parks  and  Gardens  Department  had  brought  in  soil  for  the  recently  created 
rose-beds,  but  later  enquiries  showed  that  this  was  not  the  case.  The  only  way  that  the 
coin  could  have  been  brought  in  would  have  been  by  soil  adhering  to  the  roots  ol  the 
roses,  and  I  think  that  this  is  comparatively  unlikely.  The  find-spot  of  the  coin  is  in 
the  area  of  Lincoln  where  such  a  discovery  might  be  expected ;  it  is  almost  on  the  line 
of  the  Roman  defences  and  adjacent  to  the  suburb  which  is  thought  to  have  been 
occupied  by  the  Danes  in  the  10th  and  11th  centuries.  It  is  only  about  100  yards  from 
the  Flaxengate  excavations,  which  have  yielded  a  remarkable  coin  series  ol  the  late 
Saxon  period. - 

Although  my  initial  feeling  was  that  the  coin  was  only  a  crude  token  or  jetton, 
I  soon  realized  that  it  was  related  to  the  Hiberno-Norse  coins  of  Dublin,  and  I  had 
begun  to  consider  that  the  coin  might  be  of  Scandinavian  rather  than  Irish  origin. 
This  led  me  to  think  that  the  coin  was  of  more  interest  than  I  had  originally  thought, 
and  in  March,  1974,  I  showed  it  to  Michael  Dolley  who  immediately  recognized  the 
com  as  Norwegian.  Following  this  I  sent  photographs  of  the  coin  to  Kobjorn  Skaare, 
and  a  note  about  the  coin  was  included  in  his  Coins  and  Coinage  in  Viking- Age  Norway.  ' 

On  the  evidence  and  the  impression  I  gained  at  the  time,  I  feel  almost  certain  that 
this  coin  is  a  genuine  find,  and  that  it  is  extremely  interesting  evidence  tor  Norse 
contact  with  Lincoln  in  the  1 1th  century.  Coins  such  as  these,  which  have  a  low  silver 
content  and  corrode  easily,  may  be  missed  by  archaeological  excavators.  With  the

growing  expertise  in  these  matters,  both  in  museums  and  on  archaeological  excavations, 
I  am  sure  it  will  only  be  a  short  time  before  further  examples  of  these  Norse  pennies 
will  be  found  in  England.

THE  COINAGE  OF  THE  NABATAEANS 

By  Richard  Plant 

We  know  comparatively  little  about  the  Nabataeans.  Their  capital  was  the  desert 
city  of  Petra — “the  Rose  Red  City,  half  as  old  as  time”;  and  one  of  their  kings, 
Aretas  IV,  held  Damascus  at  the  time  St.  Paul  was  there,  which  earns  him  a  mention 
in  the  New  Testament  (II  Corinthians  Ch.  11  v.  32). 

Yet  their  coins  offer  a  very  collectable  little  series — for  two  reasons.  Firstly, 
there  are  not  so  very  many  different  types;  and,  secondly,  there  is  now  a  good 
standard  reference  book  on  the  subject — the  Israeli  scholar  Dr.  Meshorer’s  mono¬ 
graph  for  the  Institute  of  Archaeology  of  the  Hebrew  University  of  Jerusalem. 

Their  script  is  a  form  of  Aramaic  which  looks  in  many  ways  very  similar  to 
modern  Hebrew,  and  was  in  fact  the  alphabet  which  the  Arabs  developed  into  Kufi, 
the  earliest  form  of  Arabic.  It  follows  the  usual  Semitic  pattern,  reading  from  right 
to  left  and  omitting  the  short  vowels.  Also,  unfortunately,  it  has  the  usual  Semitic 
ambiguity — a  letter  shape  often  has  a  number  of  possible  equivalents. 

The  letters  used  on  the  commoner  coins  are  listed,  with  the  Hebrew  name  for 
each  letter  given  above  the  nearest  English  equivalent.  Below  the  alphabet  will  be 
seen  the  Nabataean  numeral  system  which  is  used  on  some  coins  to  give  the  regnal 
year  of  the  reigning  king. 
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The  earliest  coins  naming  a  Nabataean  king  are  those  such  as  the  bronze  illu¬ 
strated  as  Fig.  1  which  were  minted  by  Aretas  III  between  84  and  71  b.c.  in 
Damascus.  The  legend  here  is  Greek,  and  one  feels  that  these  are  not  really  Naba¬ 
taean  coins  at  all,  but  rather  just  part  of  the  Damascene  series. 


The  earliest  with  the  Nabataean  script  are  those  of  Obodas  II,  62-60  B.c.;  but 
Meshorer  shows  that  before  this  the  Nabataeans  minted  coins  such  as  Fig.  2,  small 
bronze  imitations  of  the  Head  of  Athena/Standing  Nike  gold  coins  of  Alexander 
the  Great — these  were  probably  minted  between  110  and  62  B.c. 

From  62  b.c.  until  the  end  of  the  kingdom  in  106  a.d.  when  the  Romans  estab¬ 
lished  the  Province  of  Arabia  the  Nabataean  kings  are  as  follows: 

1  Obodas  II  62-60  b.c. 

2  Malichus  I  60-30  b.c. 

3  Obodas  III  30-9  b.c. 

4  Aretas  IV  9  B.C.-40  a.d.,  issuing  some  of  his  coins  in  conjunction  with 
(a)  Queen  Huldu  and  (b)  Queen  Shaqilath. 

5  Malichus  II  40-70  a.d.  issuing  coins  with  Queen  Shaqilath. 

6  Rabbel  II  70-106  a.d.  issuing  with  (a)  Shaqilath  (b)  Gamilath  (c)  Hagru.

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Meshorer  shows  that  besides  the  kings  listed  there  was  also  a  usurper  named 
Syllaeus  in  9  b.c.,  coming  between  Obodas  III  and  Aretas  IV,  and  to  him  are  attri¬ 
buted  coins  such  as  Fig.  3,  with  the  letter  s  between  the  crossed  cornucopiae.

Fig.  4  shows  a  silver  coin  of  Obodas  II  with  the  head  of  the  king  diademed  on 
the  obverse.  On  the  reverse  the  legend  around  reads  ’obodath  malka  melek  nabatu 
“Obodas  the  King,  king  of  the  Nabataeans”,  with  the  regnal  year  across  the  field 
SANATH  thelath  “Year  Three”.  The  reverse  design  of  the  standing  eagle  may  well 
indicate  Ptolemaic  influence.

Fig.  5,  another  silver  coin,  was  minted  by  Obodas  III,  whose  portrait  appears 
jugate  with  his  queen  on  the  obverse,  and  alone  on  the  reverse — with  the  legend 
‘obodath  malka  sanath  ’asar  “Obodas  the  King.  Year  Ten”.  The  position  of  the 
Nabataean  queens  is  an  intriguing  one.  From  the  reign  of  Aretas  IV  they  are  com¬ 
monly  named  on  the  coinage.  Had  the  Nabataeans  the  same  system  as  the  Pharoahs, 
where  each  ruler  married  his  sister  ?  Though  there  is  no  certainty  about  this,  it  is 
evident  that  they  held  a  very  special  position. 

Fig.  6  shows  an  AL  of  Aretas  by  himself  without  a  queen.  The  “goddess”  on  the 
reverse  is  uncertain,  with  a  legend  reading  harithath  melek  nabatu  sanath  4 
“Aretas  king  of  the  Nabataeans.  Year  4”.  The  interesting  thing  here  is  the  lettering 
in  the  field.  Meshorer  suggests  that  the  o  stands  for  “Petra” — the  Nabataean 
name  for  the  city  was  “Reqem”,  which  in  Aramaic  means  “stain”  or  “spot”,  and 
this  could  well  make  the  o  very  much  a  punning  symbol  for  Petra. 

Fig.  7  is  another  bronze  of  Aretas  IV,  with  the  word  rob’  “Quarter”  in  the 
centre  of  the  reverse.  It  would  appear  that  this  means  that  this  coin  was  minted 
as  a  bronze  substitute  for  the  silver  Quarter  Ma’ah  denomination.  We  know  nothing 
of  the  economic  crisis  which  made  such  a  token  coinage  necessary,  but  there  were 
very  few  such  issues  in  ancient  times — this  is  one  of  the  places  where  we  realise 
how  very  little  we  know  about  the  Nabataeans. 
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Fig.  8  is  another  bronze  of  Aretas  IV,  this  time  in  conjunction  with  his  queen 
Shaqilath.  This  was  to  become  the  standard  style  of  the  later  coinage — heads  jugate 
on  the  obverse,  and  name  of  king  and  queen  on  the  reverse  between  two  cornucopiae. 
The  reverse  cornucopiae  probably  was  a  copy  of  the  early  Jewish  bronzes.

Fig.  9  shows  the  reverse  of  a  coin  with  a  similar  obverse  to  the  last,  reading 
maliku  (for  Malichus  II)  shaqilath. 

Fig.  10  and  Fig.  11  are  both  reverses  of  coins  of  Rabbel  II,  the  first  reading 
rabbal  gamilath,  and  the  second  reading  rabbal  iiagru.  It  is  interesting  that  the 
Hagru  type  was  completely  unknown  until  A.  S.  Kirkbride’s  article  in  the  1947 
Bulletin  of  the  American  Schools  of  Oriental  Research.  One  feels  that  there  may 
yet  be  much  more  to  discover  about  the  Nabataean  coinage,  and  perhaps  this  in 
itself  is  an  added  reason  why  this  little-known  series  can  hold  such  interest.

Olaf’s  Dragon.  I  found  the  article  on  the  first  datable  Norse  find  in  N.  America  most 
interesting. 

Noting  the  description  of  the  penny  of  Olaf  Kyrre,  particularly  in  respect  of  the  obv.  descrip¬ 
tion,  “Head  of  uncertain  animal  to  left”  may  I  suggest  that  the  uncertain  animal  is  in  fact  the 
Dragon,  one  of  the  four  guardian  spirits  of  Norse  mythology  as  described  in  the  Heimskringla 
by  Snorri  Sturluson  in  13th  Century.  The  four  guardian  spirits  were,  of  course,  a  dragon,  a 
vulture,  a  bull  and  a  giant  which  are  today  featured  on  the  coat-of-arms  of  the  Republic  of  Ice¬ 
land. — C.J.  Barker ,  Durban ,  S'.  Africa.

Police  interest  in  Marlborough  Roman  hoard.  Police  are  considering  issuing  sum¬ 
monses  after  discovery  of  80,000  silver  coins  on  a  Roman  site  near  the  River  Kennet  at  Marl¬ 
borough  the  largest  coin  collection  unearthed  in  Britain.  The  coins,  which  were  unearthed  with 
the  aid  of  a  metal  detector,  were  handed  over  to  the  police  by  the  finder  pending  an  inquiry  into 
their  treasure  trove  status.  But  following  complaints  about  the  circumstances  of  the  find  and  the 
amount  of  damage  caused  to  the  archaeological  site  by  the  unearthing,  Wiltshire  police  are  con¬ 
ducting  their  own  investigation.  The  site  is  scheduled  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment 
and  permission  is  required  for  any  digging  work. 

Use  of  metal  detectors  on  archaeological  sites  has  bought  complaints  from  many  organisations 
including  the  Museums  Association  and  the  Council  for  British  Archaeology.  As  a  result  the 
Environment  ministry  is  preparing  an  Ancient  Monuments  Bill  to  tighten  current  legislation. 
Miss  Brenda  Capstick,  of  the  Museums  Association  said  yesterday:  “We  have  been  expressing 
concern  over  a  number  of  years  at  the  damage  which  can  be  caused  to  archaeological  evidence  by 
metal  detectors”. — Paul  Potts,  Daily  Telegraph,  December  6th,  1978.

From  the  25th  Dec.  his  name  appears  as 
Nowlan  for  the  first  time.

Promoted  to  Sergeant  on  the  24th  April  1823, 
at  Dublin.  Appointed  Colour  Sergeant  at 
Cork  on  the  27th  Nov.  1825. 

On  the  3rd  Jan.  1 827  he  embarked  aboard  the 
H.M.S.  Heroine  en  route  for  Corfu,  first  of  all 
calling  at  Lisbon. 

He  served  at  Corfu  and  on  the  Island  of  Sata 
Marna  until  about  April  1838,  but  from  the 
1st  July  1835  he  had  also  been  appointed  acting 
Sgt.  Major  to  the  Depot  Companies.  In  April 
1838  he  was  on  his  way  to  Canada  and  reached 
there  in  July  via  Bermuda,  New  Brunswick 
and  Nova  Scotia. 

Promoted  Quarter  Master  Sgt.  on  the  23rd 
Dec.  1838. 

Received  a  Commission,  as  Ensign,  while 
serving  in  Canada,  on  the  20th  Nov.  1840,  and 
was  transferred  to  the  Regt.  Depot  at  Newport, 
Monmouthshire,  (his  son  now  appears  with 
his  father  in  the  same  Regt.  serving  as  ‘Boy’) —

As  a  result  of  his  being  granted  a  commission 
he  was  transferred  to  the  70th  Foot  on  the 
29th  October  1841  as  Quartermaster,  first 
spending  some  time  on  leave  before  joining 
the  Service  Battn.  in  Montreal,  Canada. 

He  left  Canada  on  1 0th  April  1 843  aboard 
H.M.S.  Resistance,  landing  at  Portsmouth 
29th  May,  and  serving  for  the  next  few  years 
in  various  parts  of  England  and  Ireland.

“This  extremely  rare  medal  was  founded  by 
Imperial  Edict  No.  658  of  26  Sept.  1942  for 
award  to  those  who  made  outstanding  contri¬ 
butions  to  the  war  effort  in  China,  but  who 
were  not  eligible  for  the  China  Incident  War 
Medal.  As  this  medal  is  practically  unknown 
in  Japan,  and  almost  anyone  could  be  eligible 
for  the  war  medals,  it  seems  probably  that  this 
was  intended  as  a  reward  for  Chinese  collabora¬ 
tors. 

The  medal  is  30  mm.  in  diameter,  of  bronze, 
and  has  the  chrysanthemum  crest  on  a  field 
of  cherry  blossoms.  The  reverse  has  characters, 
“China  Incident  Commemorative  Medal" 
down  the  center.  The  ribbon  is  the  same  as  that 
of  the  China  Incident  War  Medal".  (O.M.S.A. 
Monograph  No.  1 .  p.  49).
